SAVING BIRD LIFE 


One of the fine acts of recent days 
w as the buying of M ar-h Island near 
the Louisiana coast, by Mrs. Russell 
Sage through tile enterprise of E. A. 
Mellhenny, as a refuge for game and 
o th er birds. 


The seventy market gunners who 
have made a living off the island will 
have to hunt elsewhere, but millions 
of dollars may be saved the farmers 
of the United States, through tile de- 
st ruction of insect pests by the birds 
that will be saved. 
W hich suggests that m ere are many 
o ther bird resorts where a few pot 
hunters are annually 
killing 
great 
flocks of these geese that lay golden 
tfggs. 
It is a m atter of common observa­ 
tion that birds are not as numerous 
as they used to be a generation ago. 
It is also a m atter of common obser­ 
vation that farm crops are being rav­ 
aged by pests to a far greater extent 
than formerly. 
According to all investigations of 
science, destruction of bird life has 
let loose a horde of pests on the far­ 
m er's head. 
This involves the 
ex­ 
penditure of millions of dollars for 
spraying crops. 
At hest tile work of 
th e pests can he only partly 
pre 
vented. 
A bird may seem of no earthly use 
in some sections, but it m ay be the 
only effective protector of tile far­ 
m er's crops elsewhere. 
It was formerly thought that no on 
but poets and sentim entalists wan'cd 
birds preserved.

m er of today knows 'hat many birds 
a re his best friends.
